Apportionment Of 
Money To States 
On Highway Plan 
Is Congress Debate 


WASHINGTON, April 28 « « -Sen. 
Gore (D-Tenn) said today the prin­ 
cipal Senate-House difference over 
the big hig hway construction bill 
is how to apportion money to the 
» tales for the 40,000-mile inter 
state sy stem. 
Gore, author of the Senate ver­ 
sion of the bill, said in an inter 
view he was sure a satisfactory 
compromise would be worked out, 
but that the apportionment pro­ 
blem could prove a real stickler. 
The House passed its bill by 
a 
whopping 388-19 vote Friday and 
sent it to the Senate, which has 
passed a different bill. 
The House measure calls for I 
514 - billion - dollar Federal - state 
spending prog ram over the nex t 
13 y ears. It is desig ned to moder­ 
nize the nation’s road sy stem so it 
can handle the vastly ex panded 
traffic load. The bill also provides 
15 billions in new U. S. tax es over 
a 16-y ear period to help pay the 
federal share of the cost. 
The Gore bill, passed by the 
Senate last May , sets up a five- 
y ear, 18 - billion-dollar federal - 
state prog ram. 
The Tennesseean predicted that 
the Senate, inacting on the con­ 
struction features of the House bill, 
would substitute the provisions of 
his measure and then send the 
whole packag e to conference. 
Both the Gore bill and the House 
version allot most of the new 
money to the interstate sy stem, 
to consist larg ely to superhig h­ 
way s linking up aH parts of the 
nation. 
The Gore bill uses the formula 
now m the ex isting federal roac 
law, which g ives two-thirds weig ht 
to population, one-six th to area, and 
one-six th to road mileag e. 
The House measure bases its a|>- 
portionment on the needs of each 
state to complete its portion os 
the interstate sy stem. These needs 


a r e set out in the Clay report 
which was the basis of the roac 
prog ram 
President 
Eisenhower 
sent to Cong ress last y ear.

WASHINGTON, Apr« 28 « — 
President Eisenhower appears to 
have outmaneuvered cong ression­ 
al Democrats who thoug ht they 
had him over a political barrel 
because of his farm bill veto. 
In the nearly two weeks since 
the President's rejection of the 
measure there have been 
few 
sig ns of the kmd of farm belt re­ 
bellion ag ainst the action 
that 
some Democrats were counting 
upon. 
Similarly , R e p ubl i c a n com­ 
plaints ag ainst the veto have died 
to a whisper in Cong ress. There 
is every indication of almost sol­ 
id GOP support for new farm leg ­ 
islation the President would find 
acceptable. 
This, 
plus 
some 
Democratic 
backing , may deliver to the Pres 
ident’s desk in the nex t few weeks 
a soil bank measure desig ned to 
put some g overnment checks in 
the hands of farmers before they 
g o to the polls in November. 
Democratic leaders have said 
they won’t g o along with the Pres­ 
ident’s 
advance 
pay ment 
plan. 
Under it farmers who sig n up to 
take land out of cultivation would 
g et immediately 50 per cent of the 
amount due them when they com­ 
ply fully with the contract. 
Cong ressional Republicans are 
convinced that in a showdowTi 
many Democrats will hestttate be­ 
fore voting ag ainst a proposal 
which would g ive farm income a 
shot in the arm. 
While the soil bank prog ram 
holds out some hopes for income 
increases. Republicans are count­ 
ing politically also on rising farm 
prices between now and election 
time. 
These prices went up one per 
cent between mid-March and mid- 
April, continuing an upward trend 
which beg an in December. 
Sen. Aiken <R-Vt> said he thinks 
they wiH continue to rise. He said 
that is one reason he believes 
Democrats will make certain that 
this session passes some farm leg ­ 
islation.

Russian 
Seamen 
Testify 


They Insist Their 
Fiv e Companions 
Returned to Russia 
Because of Pressure 


WASHLNGTON, April 28 « — 
Three Russian seamen, declaring 
they plan to remain in this coun­ 
try , testified today they thoug ht 
“pressure” caused five of their 
companions to return to Russia. 
“Somebody put p r e s s ur e to 
them.” 
said Viktor Tatamikov, 
adding “I am sorry . They will 
perish. They will cut wood in the 
slave labor camp.” 
The three seamen went before 
the Senate Internal Security sub­ 
committee to tell their story only 
a day after they had spurned di­ 
rect appeals from Soviet Ambas­ 
sador Georg i Zarubin that they re­ 
turn to Russia. 
Michael Ivankov — Nikolov, 36, 
quoted Zarubin that “our families 
were waiting for us, beg g ing us to 
come back and that all would be 
forg otten.”

Police have averag ed around 
10 
warning tickets in a two hour peri­ 
od each day since they started 
using the sy stem. 
Starting Tuesday , May 1, motor­ 
ists will be arrested and will suf­ 
fer the consequences. 
The radar beam will pick up 
cars in two directions at a distance 
of approx imately 175 feet. 
The 
force with which this beam is met 
determines the record on the g raph 
meter that will reg ister any speed 
from zero to 150 miles per hour. 
Another meter acts as a double 
check and tells the operator m 
stantly what speed a motorist is 
traveling . If a violation is record 
ed, the operator radios the infor 
mation to an interceptor car that 
is waiting a short distance aw ay 
The operator writes the license 
number of the vehicle making the 


violation along side the record of 
speed. This g raph is proof in traf­ 
fic court. An operator can take the 
g raph and tell what speed i* trav­ 
eled at all time and when brakes 
are applied while the automobile 
m in the field. 
After the purchase of the sy stem 
was authorized last fall, U. L. How­ 
erton. traffic clerk, went to Jeffer­ 
son City and received training in 
the operation of a radar sy stem. 
Howerton has been instructing the 
other officers in the operation of 
the sy stem. 
Careful preparations have been 
made prior to placing the unit in 
full scale operation.

Th« past 12 months have seen an 
important break through in the fight 
against mental illness — the successful 
use of drugs in treating some of the 
mentally ill. While medical treatment 
has always been considered an important 
part of the total therapy used with the 
mentally ill, never has the introduction 
of a new medical treatment brought 
such a surge of hope as has been created 
by the use of these drugs. 
Hospital reports tell of dramatic re­ 
coveries of patients who had been 
seriously ill and “out of touch with 
reality” for many years. 
They tell of 
tlie recoverv’ of patients with whom all 
other treatment methods had failed. But 
almost without exception, these reports 
issue a note of caution. They point out 
that these drugs are effective only with 
some mental illnesses, that they work 
with some patients and not with others, 
that they often do only part of the job, 
the rest being accomplished by the 
treatment method k nown as psycho­ 
therapy. 
Thus, while there is every reason to 
be hopeful about the use of these new 
drugs in treating the mentally ill, there 
is also reason to realize that these drugs 
are not a “cure-all** for the mentally ill 
nor an “end-all” to mental illness. 
There is need for a tremendous 
amount of additional research to im­ 
prove these and other treatment meth­ 
ods and to discover new ones. There is 
a need for the use of all appropriate 
treatment methods with all 
mental 
patients and not just with the few who 
are getting treatment today. There is 
a need for the training of thousands 
of additional psychiatrists and other 
professional personnel to treat and carry 


on research. There is need for thousands 
of additional psychiatric clinics to treat 
the people with the less severe mental 
disorders, and to k eep many of them 
from having to become mental hospital 
patients. 
This need can only be met through 
public 
interest 
and 
action. 
During 
Mental Health W*eek, April 29 to May 5, 
the. citizens of this community and 
thousands of others throughout the 
country will have a chance to learn more 
about mental illness and what they can 
do to fight it.

These new ships have fire power 
vastly superior to that of any earlier craft of the 
type and are equipped with the latest anti­ 
submarine devices. 
Honor to John Paul Jones, the first .American 
naval officer to set a tradition of victory, has 
always been posthumously awarded, Jones was 
among the foremost warriors of the Revolution 
and is credited with never losing a ship and 
his famous words during the battle of the Rich­ 
ard vs. the British Serapis when his owm men 
wanted to surrender were: “I have not yet be­ 
gun to fight.” 
Jones saw Russia as a rear admiral and also 
won great acclaim in Paris w'hen he became 
seriously HI and died. After lying for one hun­ 
dred years in an unmark ed grave in Paris, his 
body was brought to this country in 19(MS to rest 
with distinction in the chapel of the U. S. Nava! 
Academy in Annapolis.

Myositis means inflantunetion of 
tlie muscle. The word is often used 
in the same sense as muscular 
rheumatism. 
Tendinitis is inflammation of ten­ 
dons and tendon muscle attach­ 
ments. 
Tendons, incidentally, are cords 
of tissue which do not have the 
power of contraction as muscles do, 
but which run from a muscle end 
to the bone or <Kher structure to 
which tiiey are attached. 
There is also another condition 
k nown as tenosynovitis which is 
defined a s inflammation of a ten­ 
don sheath or the thin meiri^rane 
surrounding a tendon. 
There are a number of other 
names vriiich are often attached to 
pains in the muscles or related 
structures which cannot be blamed 
on any definite form of neuritis or 
arthritis. .Among such terms are 
myofascitis, fibrofsscitis, myalgia, 
panniculitis, periarthritis. Md no 
doubt, others. 
Quite often it is difficuit to sepa­ 
rate one of these conditions from 
another and it is often hard to 
k now what caused them. Some­ 
times the finger of blame can be 
placed squarely on some sudden or 
long continued strsin or injury, 
sometimes on infectiwi elsewhere 
in the body such as abscessed 
teeth or infected tonsils, and some­ 
times on such circumstances as 
chilling or exposure to a draft.
